Chicago seems to have more chil- 
Gren among the cliff-dwellers than 2 
few years ago. Babies appear to be 
somewhat more fashionable than be- 
fore in the delicatessen belt. In resi- 
dence districts like Hyde Park and 
Lake View where a schoo! census a | 
few years back showed an alarming 
tendency towards.“ race suicide,” the 
perambulator is gfowing in popularity. 

The birth rate in the city last year 
fell off a small decimal fraction, but in 
residence districts where the rate used 
to be the smallest there is an increase 
in the actual number of children. One 
sees them on the streets and in back 
yards in sections of the city where 2 
few years ago babies were almost a 
éuriosity they were so scarcg, 

These are simply personal observa- 
tions, but they are fortified by similar 
views from health officials and others 
who keep an eye on signs of'the timé 
and there are no official statistics 
to back them up, which ought to guar- 


‘Single Home Popular. 

» More single famity homes are going 
up than ever before in the city’s his- 
toty, while the tendency to bulld two 
and three room flats is lagging. This 
is regarded as a most encouraging sign. 
A few years ago nearly 40 per cent of 
the apartmrents being built in Chicago 
were two and three room apartments, 
where the bed pulls out of the wall and 
transforms. the living room into a bed 
chamber and the kitchen table slides 
out of sight and the dining room is 
thus metamorphosed into a library. 

At present, however, only about 16 
per cent of the apartments under con- 
struction are of the two and three 
room type. Actual figures from. the 
health department show that in 1921 27 
ner cent of the flats built were of less 
than four roomd; in 1922 this dropped 
to 21 per cent; now it is running 15 
per cent, ‘ae hy 

The building of four and five room 
flats on the other hand, is increasing, 
a sign of growing family demands. In 
1921 there were 6,708 apartments built 
in Chicago, of which 3,409 were of four 
and five rooms. In 1922, 18,126 apart- 
ments were built, of which 11,362 were 
this type. In 1921 it was 61 per cent 
and in 1922 it was 63 per cent.

A woman whose shopping money 
represents thrift and bard savings carries her 
purse in the street cars, on the crowds in State 
street and into the stores; and when a pick pocket 
has taken her money he has taken the necessities 


pene from her family. 


The victims of this protected organization are 
usually people to whom the loss is almost @ trag- 
edy. It means real deprivation. The facts re 
garding the protected organization are known to 
the Bar association and to the police. The stores 
are accustomed to the complaints of their cus 
tomers. Strange as is the organization of thieves 
with legal help it is even yet stranger that these 
depredations against people ill able to bear them 
continue as methodically as if or AS 
ived trade in purse cutting. | 

The pickpocket who is arrested today may be

Poison Laid to 
Bad Food Held 
Due to Coal 


Scientist Finds. Error in 
Majority of Cases, 


Poor coal, insanitary conditions, and 
tightly closed windows have been re- 
sponsible In many recent cases of pois- 
oning carelessly ascribed to had food, 
aceording to Dr. J. C. Geiger, United 
States public health service and asso 
ciate professor of epidemiclogy at the 
University of Chicago. Dr. Geiger has 
come to his conclusion after careful 
investigation of numerous cases, in 
many of which the go-called poisonous 
food, on being tested, has proved to be 
absolutely innocuous, 

Uncritieal acceptance of the sup- 
posed cause of poisoning has raised 
the mortality rate accredited to poison- 


ous food from 175 per 100,000 -in 1910 
to more than 1,000 at present, it is 
asserted. Yet experiments of feeding 
the food reputed to be poisonous to 
animals seldom results in death or even 
sickness. Many of the deaths attribut- 
ed to canned food have definitely been 
proved to have been caused by other 
things, Prof. Geiger says.

The real trouble lies with the poor 
quality of the coal at present supplied 
to the public, Dr. Geiger asserts.} An 
abnormally large amount has to be 
burned to get the desired heat, result- 
ing in a praportionately large genera 
tion of the poisonous carbon monoxide. 
This in houses where the windows are 
kept tightly closed and insanitary con- 
ditions prevail generally quickly 
brings cases of poisoning which are too 
| hastily ascribed to food. 

Dr. Geiger cited a recent case where 
he was called to a family of seven in 
Yonkers, reputed to be suffering from 
food poisoning... The blame was laid on 
a can of spinach, 0f which the entire 
family had eaten, 

“ When we arrived,” said Dr. Geiger, 
“the windows were all closed and the 

place smoky from a defective stove. 
The windows were opened and the 
stove repaired. Ev one of the cases 
recovered. When some of the juice of 
the spinach was injected into white 
rats they showed no signs of being 
poisoned.” . 2

YIELD OF VEGETABLES. 

OME beginners in gardening are 

confused with the terms succes- 

sion and companion crops. Com- 

panion crops are those planted 
at the same time, while succession 
crops follow after the Grst one ‘has 
been removed. 


It is possible to get two or three 
crops from the same piece of ground 
by growing vegetables from early 
spring until frost. One-half of the 
area may be planted one week with 
beans, beets, radishes, and lettuce, and 
the rest planted a week later. 

Where a succefsion of crops i 
grown, much more plant focd is taken 


from the soll than where only one is 

sown. If the same plot of ground is 

used by a gardener year after year, it 

is important that the vegetables be ro- 

tated, with root crops in the rows 

where leaf crops were grown last year.
